examiner cannot readily determine if applicants intended the invention of claim 25 to read on 
the elected pneumatic tire invention, to read on the non- elected electronic tag invention, or to 
constitute a newly presented invention; the examiner therefore cannot yet determine the 
appropriate action to take with respect to the claims now directed to the combination of 
electronic tag and patch (MPBP 821.03). See 37 CPE 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply
